3, According to A Subject is ai anti-communist and genuine Uicrainian 

patriot. She told A about life of Ukrainian writers and vdthout dramatizing 
the things made it plain to A that their plight v/as not easy. Subject complained 
in particular about lack of freedom to strict controls, usage of 

financial and "social" means to compel writers and artists to comply v/ith 
party-vjishes aso. It v/as now much easier than during Stalin but not so viell 

as many people thought abroad.
